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DETAILED ACTION 

Drawings 

1 . Figure 3 should be designated by a legend such as --Prior Art- because only 
that which is old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). Corrected drawings in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled 
"Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1 .84(c)) so as not to obstruct 
any portion of the drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the 
applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office 
action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Specification 

2. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: Page 6 lines 
23-25 discloses the power connector and the sensor connector are arranged to be 
shifted on the same side in the axial direction" is unclear and confusing. Figures 1 and 
2 do not show the connector being shifted as disclosed. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Regarding claim 1 the recitation "power connector and the sensor connector are 
arranged to be shifted on the same side in the axial direction" is unclear and confusing. 
Figures 1 and 2 do not show the connector being shifted as claimed. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claim 1 is rejected (as best understood) under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Prior Art, here after as PA (figure 3 of instant application). 

PA discloses all of the structural (figure 3) as claimed, the electric power steering 
device comprising: 

a. a rack shaft (920) engaged with a steering pinion; 

b. a rack housing (910) receiving the rack shaft to be movable therein; 

c. a cylindrical sleeve (941) and arranged coaxially around the rack shaft 
through a ball screw mechanism formed externally of the rack shaft; 
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d. a cylindrical brushless motor (940) arranged almost coaxially between the 
rack housing and the sleeve and constructed to rotate the sleeve; and 

e. a rotational angle sensor (950) received inside the rack housing and 
constructed to detect the rotational angle of the brushless motor, wherein the rack 
housing has arranged thereon a power connecter containing power terminals for 
supplying electric power to the brushless motor and a sensor connecter containing 
output terminals for outputting a detection signal of the rotational angle sensor, and 

wherein the power connecter (942) and the sensor connecter (952) are arranged on the 
same side in the axial direction of the rack shaft with respect to the brushless motor. 

Note: Dependent claim 2 recited structure that is not support by claim 1, therefore, no 
determination of patentability could be made. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 3 and 4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
the PA. 

PA discloses the claimed invention except for the positions of the connectors in 
term of degrees in the circumferential direction. It would have been obvious to one 
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having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to optimize the 
location of the connectors such that it would allow the connectors to fit the requirements 
of a particular application and since it has been held that where the general conditions 
of a claim are disclosed in the prior art, discovering the optimum or workable ranges 
involves only routine skill in the art.
